GET AROUND LONDON BY TUBE 

London’s underground railway, familiarly called “the Tube”, is a quick and easy 
way to travel around London. 

There are more than 275 Underground stations in London and its suburbs and 
they are indicated by an illuminated London Transport symbol. 

If you want to go somewhere, first look at your Underground Map to decide your 
journey. There is a large scale version of this map at every Underground station 
and every car on the train has a map of the route that the train follows. 

Then look at the list of fares which is in every ticket hall of the Underground. 
Children aged 3 and under 14 pay reduced fares. You must buy your ticket before 
travelling, either from a ticket machine or the ticket office. You cannot buy books 
of tickets, but the special tourist tickets such as a Go-As-You-Please or Central 
Tube Rover will save you time and trouble. 

After that go to the platform. Make sure you wait on the correct platform for your 
destination, and choose your train by the indicator on the platform or the front of 
the train. It is important to know the final destination of the train you want, because 
from some platforms the trains leave for different destinations. 

Finally make sure you get off at the station you want. At each station there are 
many signs with the name of the station. Remember that most trains stop at all 
stations, but certain stations are closed at weekends (see Underground Map). 
And do not forget that trains run frequently until about 00.15 (Sundays 23.30) from 
the central area of London.
